Juii^ \y\ux it mig^c mjej.n. for Sam in hu huA- 
ding NFL career is an unknown, as one AFC 
executive speaking in generalities told The 
Kansas City Star. 

“Tbu’ve got 32 different entities, 32 different 
teams,” he said. “Everybody drafts players dif- 
ferently Now, with that being said, we’re now 
in a new era ... of football where stuff like this 
is becoming part of the fabric of society 

“The bottom line is, can the guy still play? 
I think history has shown that if you can 
play and contribute, depending on the locker 
room, it will be accepted.” 

Although he’s not yet formally in the NFL 
pool, Sam’s proclamation harkens to perhaps 
the most similar previous case among male 
athletes in the so-called big four sports (MLB, 
NBA, NFL and NHL). And it triggers anew 
broader questions about the pace of routine

When Jason Collins came out as his NBA 
career was ebbing last year, he received wide 
league and public support, including from for- 
mer tennis star Martina Navratilova. 

More recently. President Obama named an- 
other gay former tennis star, Billie Jean King, 
among the athletes to lead the U.S. Olympic 
delegation in Sochi, Russia— where Russia’s 
gay “propaganda” law and incidents of hostil- 
ity toward homosexuals have drawn interna- 
tional concern. 

‘A lot of countries, you’d be in jail if you’re 
gay; in some countries ... we would be execut- 
ed, so it’s still very serious,” King, who missed 
the opening ceremony because of the death of 
her mother, told CBS, adding, “We just hap- 
pen to be gay It’s interesting why people think 
that’s so major.

SOCHI, Russia A controversy has ignited over 
the selection of three-time Olympic pairs 
champion Irina Rodnina of Russia to light 
the Olympic flame. 

Rodnina joined compatriot Vladislav Tre- 
tiak, the three-time champion hockey goal- 
ie, in ending the torch relay by setting ablaze 
the cauldron that will burn in Olympic Park 
until Feb. 23. 

In September, Rodnina’s Twitter account 
included an obviously doctored photo of 
President Obama and first lady Michelle 
Obama looking at a banana in an unidenti- 
fied hand. It is difficult to see the image as 
anything but racist. 

Was giving Rodnina such a prominent 
place in the ceremony Russia’s retribution 
to the White House for sending an official 
Olympic delegation of three openly gay ath- 
letes in a country that passed anti-gay legis- 
lation last summer? 

Asked by NBC’s Bob Costas in a Friday 
interview about the delegation. President 
Obama replied, “There is no doubt we wanted 
to make it very clear that we do not abide by 
discrimination in anything, including discrim- 


ination on the basis of sexual orientation.” 

Dmitry Chernyshenko, chief executive of 
the Sochi organizing committee, and Kon- 
stantin Ernst, the Russian producer of the 
opening ceremony denied Rodnina’s partici- 
pation was a statement to the White House. 

“I want to stress that the Olympics is not 
about politics and any political talks and 
discussions are inappropriate for Olympic 
Games,” Chernyshenko said. 

Rodnina, who belongs to Russian Presi- 
dent Vladimir Putin’s political party and is a 
member of the Russian parliament, already 
had deleted the tweet before this most re- 
cent firestorm. At the time it was posted, she 
claimed the picture came from friends in the 
U.S., where she lived and coached several years 
after the 1991 dissolution of the Soviet Union. 

When the post first was criticized, Rod- 
nina reacted by saying, “Freedom of speech 
is freedom of speech, and you should answer 
for your own hang-ups,” according to mul- 
tiple news accounts. 

In a post to her Twitter account early Sat- 
urday morning, Rodnina said only that she 
had received “numerous wishes, greetings 
and kind words” and offered her thanks.

1993 ’s “Demolition Man”— the instantly 
awful “Vampire Academy” piles on pathetic 
joke after pathetic joke that land flat because 
of both the content and the delivery “Don’t 
you mean Queen Bee-otch?” quips Rose 
after someone comments on the school’s 
social leader. Poor Sarah Hyland of “Modern 
Family” plays a nerdy girl, who you can teU is 
nerdy because she wears glasses. 

Ybu easily could make the case that teenag- 
ers are often out for blood. But the simul- 
taneously rushed and overlong “Vampire 
Academy” is like the worst possible version of 
“Twilight” going to Hogwarts.
